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Succulence in Feed 


and among scientific men who are 

close to practical experience in 
feeding, that water incorporated in a 
part of the feed makes the ration more 
valuable. Now of course there is no 
energy and no protein or other nu- 
trients in water whether that water be one of the constitu- 
ents of the roughage or concentrates in the ration or 
whether that water be taken up by the animal in the form 
of water from the trough, but water in a certain part of 
the ration certainly does add to the palatability of the 
whole ration and certainly does seem to add to the 
physical well being of the animal. Therefore, the question 
to be discussed in this paper is how may we best secure 
succulent feeds for the use of our animals. The answer is 
silage in ninety cases out of a hundred. In the other ten 
cases We may answer this question in different ways shown 
in this paper later. 


T ma is a feeling among feeders, 


Silage. 

The reasons for the great popularity of silage are well 
summed up in the following: 

1, Silage is the best and cheapest form in which a 
succulent feed can be provided for winter use. 

2. An acre of corn can be placed in the silo at a cost not 
— that of shocking, husking, grinding, and shred- 

g. 

3. Crops can be put into the silo during weather that 
could not be utilized in making hay or curing fodder; in 
some localities this is an important consideration. 

4. A given amount of corn in the form of silage will 
ee milk than the same amount when shocked 
and dried.

5. There is less waste in feeding 
silage than in feeding fodder. Good 
silage properly fed is all consumed. 

6. Silage is very palatable. 

7. Silage, like other succulent feeds, 
has a beneficial effect upon the diges- 
tive organs. 

8. More stock can be kept on a given area of land when 
silage is the basis of the ration. 

9. On account of the smaller cost for labor, silage can 
be used for supplementing pastures more economically 
than can soiling crops, unless only a small amount of 
supplementary feed is required. 

10. Converting the corn crop into silage clears the land 
and leaves it ready for another crop sooner than if the 
corn is shocked and husked. : 

These reasons are given in Farmers’ Bulletin 578 on 
the “Making and Feeding of Silage.” The only time when 
some of these reasons might not hold true would be under 
conditions where alfalfa hay can be very easily grown and 
where several crops per year of the hay can be obtained. 
In that case probably as many nutrients per acre could be 
obtained in the form of the hay as in the silage, but even 
in this case the writer wonders if there might not be a 
reason for putting a part of the acreage into corn for silo 
purposes for the added succulence. -. 

The best silage for milk production is that made from a 
variety of corn which will mature and give a good yield 
of grain in the silage. For conditions such as obtain in 
climates like the central part of New York the variety of 
corn which has most nearly met the requirements for silage 
purposes is Luce’s Favorite. This variety of corn has come 
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out several of the counties in New York State. A variety of 
flint corn that would have a somewhat shorter growing 
season might be used in place of Luce’s Favorite where 
the season is shorter. Of course one of the other varieties 
of dent corn ordinarily used for grain might be used in 
place of Luce’s Favorite, where the season is long. 

Since corn has doubled in price per bushel, there is a 
growing interest in the Central West in another form of 
corn silage. The writer merely makes mention of this not 
having very many definite facts at his command on which 
to base any recommendation. Farmers there are begin- 
ning to feel that corn for grain is too valuable to put into 
the silo and are making a practice of cutting thé corn, 
shocking it and allowing it to dry out in the field just as 
when the corn is grown for grain alone. Suitable mach- 
inery has been perfected for snapping and husking this corn 
and cutting the corn fodder into silage. Sufficient water 
is added to thoroughly wet these good corn stalks so that 
they will pack into the silo. The silage then heats up and 
the corn stalks are softened and converted into a palatable 
feed, much of the nature of regular corn silage. In experi- 
ments in the Central West this corn stalk silage seems to be 
practically as good pound for pound as the corn silage made 
from the corn with the grain in the ordinary way. I can- 
not account for this, but I have read statements that in 
the maintenance of beef cows this appears to be true. It 
is extremely doubtful if the same would be found true in 
the case of feeding dairy cows. There may be two reasons, 
however, which contribute to this. First, the grain which 
is stored in ordinary silage loses somewhat in value al- 
though probably very little. Second, a great deal of the 
corn in silage passes through the cow without being di- 
gested. It may be that we have lost sight of the amount 
of corn which passes through a cow in this way, the value 
of which is lost. Of course, any such system as is indicated 
here; namely, snapping the corn, husking it out and feed- 
ing it as grain and using the corn stalks for silage would 
depend for efficiency upon labor saving machinery, in 
husking and snapping. The economy of such a system 
would be proportional to the value of the corn grain. This 
is a new idea which is gaining ground in some sections and 
is thrown into this article for our dairy farmers to think 
about. For the present, however, the best thing will prob- 
ably be to grow corn in the ordinary way, cut it as near 
mature as possible and put it into the silo. 

Another question is that of handling frosted corn. 
Frosted corn can be made into good palatable silage if 
one will add to it enough water at the time of cutting. In 
making silage from frosted corn or from corn stalks it 
seems to be necessary to add the water to the silage as it 
is being put into the silo. The distribution will not be 
equai in all directions if the water is poured on top of the 
silo after the corn is filled in. Sometimes it has been 
found that the water flows in streams down through the 
cut corn stalks to the bottom of the silo without wetting 
some of the silage at all. Probably the easiest way to add 
water is to turn a stream of water into the blower as the 
corn is cut. In this way frosted corn can be taken care 
of and a fine silage made. 

Crops for Silage Other Than Corn. 

In many sections of the country some success is being 
obtained by growing soy beans in the row with corn. Silage 
made from a mixture of corn and soy beans is somewhat 
less palatable than straight corn silage, but it has the 
advantage of containing more protein. The method is to 
grow the soy beans right in the row with the corn and to 
cutivate and harvest both the corn and soy beans to- 
gether.. Very little trouble is, experienced. in binding the 
corn, and soy beans up together, ‘ 

In,some sections it is. difficult to.cure either the first 
or the last crop of alfalfa. .<Under;these conditions it may 
be well to make the alfalfa into silage. If the alfalfa is 
made into silage it is best to run the alfalfa through a 
cutter. The losses from alfalfa in the silo are greater than 
the losses from the corn plant, but it is very probable, 
and there is some evidence to support the point, that the 
losses from alfalfa, if the plant is made into silage, are 
no greater than the losses which come from making alfalfa 
into hay because of all the leaves that are broken off in 
handling the hay after it is cured. 

Clover has also been more or less successfully made 
into silage; but: the same arguments against its use ob- 
tain as in ‘the case of alfalfa. Probably under most condi- 
tions it is best to use the legumes for hay and depend up- 
on corn for silage. 

Oats and peas have been used for silage in those locali- 
ties where corn cannot be successfully grown. It is rather 
difficult to make a good silage from oats and peas be- 
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cause of the hollow stem of the oats. This comes ‘about 
through the trapping of too much air in these hollow stems, 
Fermentation depends upon three factors, a supply of 
oxygen, a supply of moisture and proper temperature, If 
we take away any one of these conditions from a given 
material that material will not spoil. In hay making we 
take away the moisture before the hay has time to spoil, in 
refrigeration we take away the proper temperature and 
the food product does not spoil, in making silage we cyt 
off the supply of oxygen in part.. The spoilage goes on just 
as long as there is a supply of oxygen. Consequently in a 
case of oats and peas the spoilage can go to a further ex. 
tent than in the case of corn because there is so much air 
trapped in the hollow stems of the oats. 

The proper thing to do is to tramp this silage just as 
hard as it is possible to tramp it in order to exclude all 
the air. 

Silage has been made from time to time from a great 
many crops. The main plants have been mentioned here, 
Without any doubt silage in one form or another, is the 
cheapest source of food to cattle with the exception per. 
haps of hay, and silage adds to the ration that factor which 
is somewhat hard to describe but which is a very real 
factor in all rations; namely, the factor of palatability, 
Further, silage made from one of these crops that have 
been mentioned helps to keep the animal in a better physi- 
cal condition than is possible unless we substitute some. 
thing else in place of it. 

Roots 

In those countries where Indian corn cannot be grown 
successfully on account of climate, stockmen have de- 
pended largely upon roots. For this purpose mangels and 
rutabagas have been used probably more than any other 
roots. 

To show the difference in yield the following is taken 
from “Feeds and Feeding,” by Henry and Morrison.

Thus it is shown that the corn crop yields 91 per cent 
more dry matter than mangels and 77 per cent more dry 
matter than rutabagas. Taken into consideration the cost 
of growing roots, it must be accepted as a fact that 100 
lbs. of dry matter grown and stored in roots will cost twice 
as much as 100 lbs. of dry matter grown and stored as com 
silage. Of course the dry matter in roots is more di 
gestible than the dry matter in corn silage, but this will 
not make up for the difference in cost. Therefore, it must 
be said the more one cannot afford to grow roots where 
corn can be grown successfully. 

When a person does not have the money to build a silo 
or under conditions where corn will not grow it may be 
advisable to grow roots for stock. 

Rutabagas are probably somewhat easier grown than 
mangels and yield fully as much per acre, but they are 
not so satisfactory for feeding for milk production due to 
the odor and flavor that might get into the milk. However, 
rutabagas can be successfully fed if care is used and if 
the rutabagas are fed directly after milking. 

For special feeding and making advanced registry rec- 
erds one can probably well afford to grow some mangels 
to feed with silage and hay. As a matter of fact cows on 
test do not eat much silage with the tremendous amount 
of grain that is usually fed. They sometimes get along 
better on mangels and beet pulp for succulent feed than 
on silage. All classes of animals thrive on roots and there 
is no question of their value as a succulent food if it were 
not for the excessive cost of production. This discrepancy 
between cost of silage and cost of roots is wider since the 
cost of farm labor has gone up. The production of corn 
silage and of roots are the only two practical methods of 
producing succulent feed for stock. If the production of 
neither is practical on the farm one must look for succt- 
lent feed in the market. 

Puchased Succulent Feed. 


When one attempts to purchase succulent feed on - 
market he is limited to about three sources, dried = 
pulp, brewers’ dried grains and molasses. A combina’ a 
of either the dried beet pulp or the brewers’ dried ngs 
with molasses and water is a very good combination pt . 
beet pulp or the brewers’ dried grains may be fed wi out 
the molasses, if molasses is out of the question. oe 

At present market prices, if fed for the’ digestible .

ae A way of feeding the molasses is to pour a little of 
the undiluted molasses right on the dry grain. This is an 
easy way to feed it and is a substitute for succulence, ob- 
taining in a measure the physical effect of succulence with- 
out water. It is no trouble at all to draw a few quarts of 
molasses out of a barrel and go along and pour a half 
int or @ pint on the grain of each cow after she is fed. If 
silage is fed it might be well at the present price of molasses 
to pour a little molasses on the silage, although it is 
doubtful if molasses is an economical purchase when one 
has plenty of good corn silage. It is probable that cane 
molasses is preferable to beet molasses for stock. 

Brewers’ dried grains are rather an economical pur- 
chase at present prices this spring and can be used to take 
the place of silage by feeding the brewers grains wet with 
all the water they will take up. 

Young Stock and Growing Animals. 

Probably the one place where the greatest use of 
succulent food in the form of silage is found is in the feed- 
ing of young growing stock and dry cows. Young growing 
heifers need a good amount of succulent food in order to 
fully develop the digestive system and to develop capacity 
for consuming large amounts of feed. The value of the 
entire corn plant has been fully demonstrated in the ex- 
periments at the University of Wisconsin in growing ani- 
mals with restricted rations. I think we can do well to 
apply the teaching of these experiments in recommending 
the extensive use of silage for growing animals. According 
to this series of experiments animals could not be grown 
through several generations and reproduce themselves on ra- 
tions made up entirely from the wheat plant or the oat plant 
or a mixture of corn, oats and wheat products but dairy 
animals were grown successfully through several genera- 
tions and reproduced themselves in a normal way when 
they were restricted entirely to the corn plant. I think this 
can be interpreted to show the immense value in the ra- 
tion of corn silage made from the entire corn plant, partic- 
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ularly for growing and pregnant animals. There is only 
one other kind of plant that can be recommended more 
highly and that plant is a legume such as clover or alfalfa 
and these legumes find their greatest usefulness when fed 
with silage. The feeder who can make the foundation of his 
ration from legume hay and corn silage is pretty independ- 
ent of the grain market so far as his young stock and dry 
stock are concerned. A large part of this value comes from 
the fact that the corn silage is a succulent feed. The 
same can be said for roots, dried beet pulp and molasses, 
but from an economical standpoint we must again lay 
stress on the value of corn silage in this connection. 
Palatability. : 

We cannot feel that we have completely rounded out 
the discussion of succulence without linking it up with the 
question of palatability. Perhaps if we could lay more 
stress on the proper curing and production of our hay the 
relative value of silage in the ration would perhaps be- 
come less. Very few farmers really understand the art of 
making good hay for feeding dairy cows. One of the pri- 
mary factors in the production of good hay is early cutting. 
There is succulence in the dry hay if the hay is cut early 
enough and properly cured. 

Another primary factor in obtaining feeding hay of 
great palatability is to preserve the color of the hay and 
cure it with as little contact with the sun as possible to 
prevent bleaching. There is an old saying that “Sun kills 
the hay plant but wind lets it breathe itself to death.” 

To state it very briefly the proper way to cure hay is to 
get that hay into the cock as soon as possible before the 
leaves are all bleached out and dead. There is a tremen- 
dous amount of water given off from the leaves of the plant 
all the time in the process known as transpiration. The 
water is taken up by the roots of the plant, goes up through 
the stalk and then is given off through the leaves. The 
food of the plant is taken up in this water and is left in the 
tissues of the plant. The water simply serves as a carry- 
ing agent of the food. 

When a hay plant is cut off this transpiration does not 
stop so long as the leaves are alive. Therefore, if the leaves 
are only allowed to wilt and the hay put into the cocks this 
transpiration of water goes on and the water will be 
drained out of the stems. This explains why hay will cure 
out so nicely in the cock if it is cocked up in small cocks as 
lightly as possible so that the wind can blow through them. 

This gives us a different kind of succulence than that 
which we find in corn silage, but it is just as valuable in the 
nutrition of an animal and makes for what we call palata- 
bility. Therefore, an effort should be made to obtain suc- 
culence in hay as well as in silage roots, beet pulp, mo- 
lasses, etc. 

We will sum up this article by urging a good supply of 
corn silage, a good supply of succulence and properly cured 
legume hay as the foundation of the ideal ration for dairy 
cattle. ;

The Register of Production was established by the Wis- 
consin Dairymen’s Association and the University of Wis- 
on in cooperation. It was established to give further

The Register was started to certify to the production 
records of grade cows but the idea of a registry based on 
production has appealed to the breeders of purebred cattle 
as being practical and worth while. The value has been 
two-fold. It has stimulated dairymen to take better care 
of their cows. They become interested in better methods 
of feeding and management. When a cow makes a good 
record, it is not only a satisfaction to be the owner of the 
animal but her value also increases. 

A grade Holstein cow Aggie, owned by Huenink and 
Lubach, Cedar Grove, Wis., produced 19,040 Ibs. of milk and 
547.6 pounds of butter fat. She is an excellent example of 
the use of a purebred Holstein sire producing good grades 
from native stock. Aggie’s sire was Sir’ Aaggie Johanna 
Pietertje, No: 98639 and out of a native cow. Her profit 
above feed cost was $191.74. Ten grade cows in this herd 
all in the Register of Production, produced an average of 
12,719.8 pounds of milk and 439.36 pounds of butter fat. 
The profit on the ten animals over the cost of feed was

New York State Club Holds Interesting Meeting 


HE New York Club meeting held Monday evening, 
April 28, at the Yates was attended by sixty men, in- 
cluding several from out of the State. 

President H. V. Noyes presided and among the com- 
mittees reporting was the purebred bull propaganda com- 
mittee which submitted a preliminary report. This com- 
mittee consists of Ward Stevens, R. H. Beard and B. B. 
Andrews. Letters to members of the committee were 
read, and owing to the fact that no definite program was 
offered, the committee was instructed to report at the next 
meeting in greater detail. It is hoped that a plan for push- 
ing the purebred bull drive in every county of the state 
will be offered at the next meeting. 

Another matter held over from the last meeting related 
to export business. Mr. Noyes reported that in corre- 
spondence with Washington he had found that 4 blanket 
permit could be secured, which would hold until animals 
were shipped. This plan enables exporters to arrange 
for tests and steamship space without having to cancel, 
owing to conflicts in the arrangement for these essentials. 

Special order of the day was the discussion of the 
need of a calving requirement for the 305-day test, and the 
Glub voted to have President Noyes introduce or see that 
there was introduced an amendment adding a calving re- 
quirement to the 305-day test. This has been done by the 
Secretary at Mr. Noyes’ request. Among those speaking 
upon this subject were M. S. Prescott, John Arfmann, S. T. 
Wood, Floyd Stevens, and the sentiment was practically 
unanimous in the discussion. Floyd Stevens introduced 
the resolution directing the president to forward the 
amendment in behalf of the Club, which was carried. 

Upon invitation, D. W. McLaury, Chief of the Bureau 
of Animal Husbandry, of the State, spoke briefly upon 
the work of his Department.. He urged members to 
write Governor Smith, urging his signature to Assembly 
Bill 1639, relating to diseases of domestic animals, and 
twenty-five men signified their intention of writing such 
a letter. 

Mr. McLaury discussed the test work being done for 
the accredited herd plan in New York State. Six thou- 
sand animals have been tested. There have been thirteen 
Holstein herds that have passed the test without a react- 
or, containing 574 animals. Twenty Guernsey herds con- 





taining 550 animals have passed, together with five Ary- 
shire herds containing 274 animals, and nine Jersey herds 
containing 331 animals. A number of herds have founda 
one or two reactors. The percentage of reactors in the 
six thousand head tested have been just at 6 per cent and 
the number of herds tested were 120. There are a nun- 
ber of large herds coming into the plan, including herds 
with 64, 75, and 150 head, without a suspicious one or re 
actor. Mr. McLaury stated that the Department is ac- 
cepting from five to seven appiications each week and 
that during the month of March 1174 animals were tested 
with 72 reactors. 

He also stated that the next Congress is expected to 
appropriate $1,000,000 to establish tuberculosis free areas 
and that the first move in this state has been made in Wy- 
oming county by the Merrell-Soule Company of Syracuse, 
who is back of a movement to make Wyoming an accred- 
ited free area. We have Farm Bureaus who desire to 
take up the work along this line, and Mr. McLaury be- 
lieves that there will be many such areas in New York 
within a few years. 

The Club gave some consideration to the advisability 
of conducting a proxy campaign this year, taking the mat- 
ter up at the request of President Noyes, who wanted 4 


‘clear understanding in the proposition. Mr. Noyes be 


lieved that it would not do for the Club to enter into a 
proxy solicitation unless a pretty fair understanding was 
arrived at as to what would be done with the proxies. 
Several members voiced their opinions in the matter; 
Wing R. Smith favoring a proxy solicitation, as did also 
Ward Stevens, O. J. Brown, M. S. Prescott, John Arfmann 
and others. Mr. Arfmann believed that the New York men 
giving proxies should know what the Club intended to do 
with them, and that seemed to be a universal sentiment: 

It was finally agreed upon that inasmuch as the Club 
has made the Board of Officers the proxy committee for 
this year, the matter of handling the proxies secured 
might safely be left with them. The full Board is ag 
sentative of the entire state and is made up of the fol-

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Indorsement for Calving Requirement 


ORLD readers who believe in the long time test, will 
Wi especially interested in the report of the recent 
meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Breeders Club of 
New York State, held April 28, in Syracuse. This club by 
a unanimous vote endorsed the introduction of a fourteen- 
month calving requirement to the 305-day test, and in- 
structed President Noyes to introduce such a resolution at 
the annual meeting at Philadelphia. In the meeting there 
was a wealth of favorable discussion without a dissenting 
voice or a dissenting vote, which leads to the belief that 
the adoption of such a regulation will result in helping 
to popularize long distance work in New York State. 
Secretary Houghton advises that the call for the meet- 
ting was on the press and nearly all of it had been printed 
when this amendment was received by him, but that he 
is having it printed on a separate sheet for mailing with 
the regular notice of the meeting. As a matter of fact 
thirty days’ notice would not be required on this propo- 
sition, as it is not an amendment to the by-laws, and could 
therefore be brought up under the heading of new business 
without previous notice. Article 5 of Section 1 of the By- 
laws reads as follows: 


“A system of additional registration of animals al- 
ready registered in the Herd-Book of this corporation 
based upon performance in the production of milk and 
butterfat, with minimum requirements for eligibility, 
and to be known as Advanced Registry, shall be main- 
tained by this corporation under rules and regulations 
prescribed by its Board of Directors.” 


From this section it will be seen that the rules for 
Advanced Registration are to be prescribed by the Board of 
Diréctors. However, as the membership of the Association 
is for all practical purposes a law unto itself when in ses- 
sion, it can with perfect propriety make its wishes in this 
matter known to the Board of Directors, placing the re- 
sponsibility for enforcement upon that body. 

Even though it is not technically necessary to include 
notice of this resolution in the call, we, are glad it is so 
included, as it will afford opportunity for discussion in the 
various meetings that will be held between now and the 
time the delegates leave for the meeting. To the World it 
seems very clear that such an amendment to the Advanced 
Registry rules is very desirable. As we have said before, 
the’ original purpose of the 305-day division was to give 
breeders an opportunity to make long time records and 
at the same time breed their cows to freshen approximate- 
ly every twelve months. This resolution will not change 
that fundamental proposition, but will give full credit to 
the cows that perform their full function by making a lacta- 
tion period record and produce a living calf within twelve 
or fourteen months from previous freshening. The full 
year division would remain as at present, so that in case 
a cow failed to conceive in time to freshen within the 
fourteen months, she could be carried in test for the full 
year without injury to herself, and the breeder would thus 
lose no credit for the effort he had expended. -

It is conceded by those who are in favor of increasing 
the size of the Board of Directors that in an ordinary bugi- 
ness corporation a small Board will work more efficiently 
and accomplish more than will a large Board. Ours, how. 
ever, is a membership corporation covering every part of 
the United States, and each section has its special condi- 
tions and its special problems to meet. Many breed 
therefore, have come to believe that at the present stage 
of our development the time has arrived when our Board 
of Directors should be expanded to give direct representa. 
tion to these important Holstein sections. It would not be 
necessary to increase the size of the Executive Committee 
beyond the point where it can get together and do its work 
with maximum efficiency, and at the same time the Board 
would be getting the benefit of the viewpoint not only of 
the new sections which are now unrepresented, but also 
of several of our older Holstein communities which haye 
no membership on the Board of Officers. 

The entire Board of Officers seldom gets together more 
than once or twice during the year in addition to the nieet- 
ings held at the time of the Annual Convention. Thus the 
matter of expense through an increased Board would be 
a comparatively inconsiderable item, and one that we 
believe would be very strongly outweighed by the advan- 
tages accruing from this wider representation. 

We would be glad to have further discussion on this 
matter through the columns of the World. 


Publicity for Milk 

T would be interesting to have definite figures on the 
| comparative amounts of milk sold for drinking pur 

poses at hotels, restaurants and clubs now and five years 
ago. Without question these figures would prove to be the 
strongest possible argument in favor of increased publicity 
for milk through.an advertising campaign of gigantic pro- 
portions. 

Two years ago a limited campaign of milk advertising 
was started in a national way, but under the stress of war 
conditions and failure by the Food Administration in grasp- 
ing the real facts in the situation, this campaign ceased to 
function, although milk is still getting from several sources 
considerable publicity of an unorganized and intermittent 
nature. Without hazarding a guess, which would be at 
best only a guess, concerning the relative use of milk in its 
liquid state, we believe no one will dispute the fact that 
we are drinking at least several times as much milk as 
we did five years ago. In one of the popular lunch rooms for 
business men in Syracuse, we recently inquired as to the 
relative demand for milk and coffee, and were informed 
that about sixty men regularly drank milk with their 
lunches, while one hundred were taking coffee. Five years 
ago it would have been nearer six than sixty using milk. 

Credit for this change must go very largely to the 
advertising which milk and dairy products have received. 
It was to this condition that we referred last week in out: 
lining a plan for advertising milk in a way, when we = 
that the project was in no sense an experiment. The Hol- 
stein industry is facing a wonderful opportunity th 
getting solidly back of a movement to organize the entire 
dairy interests in a campaign to advertise milk into its 
rightful position as the National Food Drink.

Just below the old Bab- 
cock Homestead is the very level and 
fertile area known as’ Bridgewater 
Flats. The hills here rest on a founda- 
tion of lime rock.

$1,591.70, or $159.17 per cow. A purebred Holstein sire, 
pred for production, cannot be beaten in grading up a herd 
of black and whites. ; ; 

Carrie, another grade Holstein owned by Hugo Libke 
of New Holstein, Wis-, produced 11,821.2 pounds of milk 
containing 511.0 pounds of butter fat. She produced a 
profit of $277.91 over feed cost, another excellent record 
made by a grade. Seven animals in this herd produced an 
average of 11,446.06 pounds of milk and 431.61 pounds of 
putter fat with an average profit over feed cost of $220.32. 

One other grade cow, Annie, owned by Leon Peck of 
Spring Green, produced over 500 pounds of fat with a 
record of 14,249 pounds of milk and 505.7 pounds of butter 
fat, with a profit over feed costs of $156.33. 

Of the 106 grade Holsteins, three cows produced rec- 
ords of over 500 pounds of fat, nine over 450 pounds and 
42 over 400 pounds of butter fat. 

The purebred Holsteins were well represented by Wa- 
katomica De Kol Burke 2d, owned by the Marinette County 
Asylum, who gave 14,182 pounds of milk and 635.6 pounds 
of butter fat. Four registered animals owned by the Asy- 
lum averaged 11,815 pounds of milk and 469 pounds of but- 
ter fat. 

Helena of Wayside, No. 133321, owned by Kirkpatrick 
Bros. of Reedsburg, Wis., was another honor cow pro- 
ducing 13,942 pounds of milk and 605.5 pounds of butter 
fat. She returned a profit of $215.10 over the cost of the 
feed to her owner. 

With a total of 64 purebreds recorded, two made rec- 
ords by producing over 600 pounds of fat, five over 500 
pounds of fat,’and 13 over 450 pounds and 37 over 400 
pounds of butter fat. These are records to be proud of 
and points to the value which will come to any herd, be 
it grade or purebred, by selecting their herd sires from 
dams that are known to be bred for production by being 
excellent producers. 

The Register of Production was established especially 





for the grade cows of the state. With a total of over 
1,700,000 milch cows in the state, not over ten per cent 
are purebreds. Without grade animals to keep up the 
supply of heifers what would become of the dairy industry? 
Grades are absolutely necessary, but a breeder can do no 
less than to provide a purebred sire to use to produce the 
future heifer supply. Because grades are still necessary, 
to breed intelligently the production records of the dam are 
necessary to aid in the selection of the best heifers. It 
was to standardize these records that the Register was 
established. Another value of the Register had appeared 
during the year. 

During 1917 over 350 carloads of dairy cattle were 
shipped to all parts of the United States. What the out 
of state buyers were looking for were grade and purebred 
animals to use as foundation stock, cattle with assured 
productive ability. They have got onto the fact that beauty 
is quite often only skin deep and that to be assured of 
good animals they must be tested. 

“Every owner of a cow capable of making a record 
qualifying her for the Register of Production, should be 
glad to have her entered in the Register of Production, 
and secure for her the certificate bearing her name and the 
production certified to by the supervisor of the test,” said 
Prof. G. C. Humphrey, of the Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture. 

“The Register of Production for cows that make a 
Cow Testing Association record of 365 pounds or more 
of butter fat in a year, will do much to advertise herds 
in which such cows are owned. Creditable production on 
the part of cows or the offspring of such cows attract buy- 
ers and results in their paying from $10.00 to $25.00 more 
than they are willing to pay for untested cattle.” 

Cattle buyers go to the- herds in which there are 
Register of Production animals. As the records of these 
cows are made under normal farm conditions, the future 
owner is assured of cows of good production in their new 
home.

THE HENRY STEVENS & SON DISPERSAL 


The dispersal sale of the herd of Henry Stevens & Son, April 28-29, 1919 
marked the passing of one. of the very oldest and best known establishments 
of the breed. Henry Stevens laid the foundation for the herd back in 1876, and 
during the forty-three years that have elapsed since that time it has held a 
foremost place in breed history and has been maintained on the original home 
farms. It is probably true that more of the great foundation animals of the 
breed came from this herd, and that more of the great establishments have 
been founded on these lines of breeding than any other herd of the breed. 
Among the foundation cows that made their home in the Stevens herd may be, 
mentioned De Kol 2d, Belle Korndyke, Netherland Hengerveld, Helena Burke, 
Sadie Vale Concordia, Aaggie Grace 2d’s Pietertje, Inka, Inka Princess, Pauline 
Paul, etc. Hengerveld De Kol was bred there; Pontiac Korndyke was born 
there, as were Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol, De Kol Burke, and the 
famous sons of De Kol 2d. Of late the leading feature of the herd has been 
Spring Farm King Pontiac 6th, a seven-eighths brother to the first 44-lb cow, 
K. P. Pontiac Lass. The daughters of this bull for the past two years have 
ranked him near the top in both long and short time test, and as a sire of 
Association prize winners. Rightly enough this bull was the top animal in the 
sale, being taken at $3050 by S. Sherwin, Karns City, Pa. Mr. Sherwin thus 
secures one of the best known and most prepotent sires of the breed ata 
fraction of his real value. Fifty-four of his daughters and sons were sold in the 
sale for a total of exactly $20,000., which gives some indication of the bargain 
secured by Mr. Sherwin. Aristocrat Pontiac, the junior sire, was perhaps the 
greatest bargain in the sale. Although both his dam and grandam had year 
records above 1200 lb. butter, and 25,000 Ib. milk, his selling price was only 
$910., the fortunate purchasers being E. H. Knapp & Son, Fabius, N. Y. The 
daughters of this bull showed up as among the best individuals in the entire 
sale. 


Average Price Nearly $385 


The total for the entire sale was $47,805. for 141 head, which included a 
large number of young calves, and some blemished cows. Counting out twenty: 
one of these calves we have an average for the balance of approximately $385. 
per head. The highest priced female of the sale was Masterpiece Korndyke 
Betty, former World’s Champion 2-year-old in the 8 months after calving 
division. She also had a year record at that age above 800 lb. butter and 
18,000. Ib. milk, and a 30-lb. 7-day record as a 3-year-old. She was purchased 
for $1225. by C. A. Wilson, Decatur, Ill. SS. F. K. P. 6th Mechthilde, a = 
3-year-old daughter of Spring Farm King Pontiac 6th, came next at $1140. The 
purchaser was John Arfmann, Middletown, N. Y. 

Colonels Kelley and Haeger sold them with Wood in the box. The following 
summary gives a list of all the animals selling for $200 or more, with names 
and address of purchasers.

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PLAN SILO CONSTRUCTION NOW 


Profitable livestock feeding, due to 
the unusual conditions, and particular- 
ly to the high prices of hay and grain, 
has become largely a matter of utiliz- 
ing roughages to the fullest extent. 
Farmers who have or contemplate 
building a silo are fortunate indeed, 
for they will be in a position to meet 
the situation and produce the maxi- 
mum amount of milk, beef and mutton 
most economically. Evidence that the 
silo has become an actual necessity in 
most sections of the country for the 
production of these staple food pro- 
ducts is not only borne out by the 
many experiments conducted by the 
different experiment stations. through- 
out the country, but by the experi- 
ence of thousands of farmers. every- 
where who have changed from old to 
the new way of utilizing the corn crop. 

There are many advantages in the 
use of the silo, but the principal one is 
that silage is the cheapest and most 
profitable form in which a succulent 
feed for winter use may be provided. 
Being a succulent, palatable roughage, 
it permits the use of the oil by- 
products, such as cottonseed meal, oil 
meal, peanut meal, velvet beans, etc., 
which are among the cheapest sources 
of protein. Owing to the nature and 
feeding value of silage, cheap and 
practically unusable roughages may be 
used profitably for wintering live 
stock. ‘It has been found that straw 
and cottonseed meal when fed with 
silage are superior to timothy hay fed 
with silage. Its value is equally as 
great when fed in combination with 
the commonly produced legume hays. 


HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


The cost of practically all rations for 
ruminants may be greatly cheapened 
by the use of silage. 

Perhaps one of the greatest values 
of silage lies in the fact that it enables 
the farmer to greatly increase the 
carrying capacity of his farm. It 
ordinarily takes the production from 
one acre of meadow to carry a 1,000- 
pound steer or cow through.the winter. 

The same area, if planted to corn or 
sorghum and put into the silo, would 
carry three or more such animals, the 
same being true when fed to fattening 
cattle or for the production of milk. 
Approximately the same amount of 
feed may be produced from one-third 
the area of crop land thus used, or 
three times as many animals may be 
fed from the same acreage. 


While it is true that all farmers do 


not need a silo, yet it is imperative 
that those having as many as 10 to 15 
mature cattle or their equivalent 
should carefully consider the building 
of a silo at once. Co-operation with 
neighbors will make it possible to pur- 
chase silo-filling machinery at mini- 
mum cost and to fill the silo quickly. 
economically, and in a_ satisfactory 
manner.—U. S. Dept. Agr.

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Canadian Holstein Notes 


Walter Fairweather 


The class in cow testing held at Guelph from March 22 to April 2, was one 
of the largest and most enthusiastic ever held at the College, indicating the 
great interest shown by cow owners in this branch of dairying. The Dairy 
Department of the College has been unable to supply the demand for supervisors 
of official test during the past winter, even though a staff of about 40 men has 
been employed. The class which has just completed the course will relieve the 
strain for the present, the total number attending being 30. 





From the official report of records of Holstein-Friesian cows and heifers 
just received from Secretary W. A. Clemons, we find some exceedingly good 
records have been reported during the first half of April. 

In the mature class 20 cows qualified, the leader being Bertha Hengerveld 
Mercena, owned by Fred Stock, Tavistock, Ont. She gave 696.2 lbs. milk and 
30.52 lbs. butter for seven days, and for 21 days 1968.9 lbs. milk and 86.92 lbs. 
butter. Wm. Stock runs him a close second with 30.33 lbs. butter and 736.1 lbs. 
milk from Cherry Grove Meta Faforit. These two add two more to the list of 
30-lb. cows for Canada. OC. T. Houck, Chippawa, just falls a little short of 30 
lbs. and comes third with 29.52 lbs. butter and 604.4 lbs. milk for 7 days from 
Uniform Shadeland; for 14 and 30 days she gave 1310.6 and 2783.6 lbs. milk 
with 55.95 and 120.74 lbs. butter. 

In the senior four year class only three qualified, the leader being Queen 
Bos De Kol, with the good record of 35.50 lbs. butter from 520.1 lbs. milk, and 
her 14-day record is 1018.0 lbs. milk, 63.35 lbs. butter. She is owned by Carman 
Baker, Brighton. Colantha Snowflake comes second with 31.47 lbs. butter and 
610.9 lbs. milk. She is owned by W. J. Bailey, Jarvis, Ont. Third place goes to 
W. E. Hambly, Waterford, Ont., with 527.5 lbs. milk, 23.50 lbs. butter. In this 
class two more are added to the 30-lb list. — 

We find eight qualifying in the junior four-year class. Pontiac Ormsby De 
Kol heads the list with 28.79 lbs. butter and 591.7 lbs. milk. She is owned by 
R. M. Holtby, Port Perry. She made a good 14 and 30-day record as well Wm. 
Stock comes second with Madeline Dolly Keyes, who gave 551.8 lbs. milk and 
27.61 lbs. butter, H. W. Parkinson, Hagersville, running him close with 27.04 lbs. 
butter and 521.1 lbs. milk for Elmwood Daisy Dot 

In the senior three year class 11 qualified for entry in the record of merit, 
the leader being Colantha Pietertje Banks, with 28.57 lbs. butter and 431:8 lbs. 
milk. She is owned by J. B. Hanmer, Norwich, the owner of the new World’s 
Record cow. A D. Foster, Bloomfield, takes second place with Plus Sylvia 
Posch, 605.9 lbs. milk, 27.75 lbs. butter, and third place going to J. B. Hanmer 
with 27.03 lbs. butter from Aaggie Cornucopia Posch 

The junior three year class has 10 that qualified, the leader being the 
new Canadian Champion, Het Loo Clothilde Korndyke, owned by W. L. Shaw, 
Newmarket. She gave 456.6 lbs. milk and 33.72 lbs. butter for 7 days (replacing 
Belle Model Pietje), for 14 days 948.0 lbs. milk, 62.07 lbs. butter, and for 30 days 
2222.8 lbs. milk, 125.03 lbs. butter. She becomes the new Canadian Champion 
for butter for 7 days. Ottawa March Ormsby, with 21.77 lbs. butter, comes 
second. She is owned by the Exper. Farms, Ottawa. Third place goes to Mary 
Korndyke Segis with 21.43 lbs» butter. She is owned by John Hennessy, Coding- 
ton. 

In the senior two year old class we find six have qualified, the leader being 
Hillerest Ormsby with 19.30 lbs. butter. She is owned by G. A. Brethen, 
Norwood. Queen Segis Kent comes second with 19.03 lbs. butter. She is 
owned by W. B. Poole, Ingersoll, Ont. Third place goes to Wm. Stock, with 17.39 
lbs. butter from Home Farm May Lyons. 

The junior two year class has the good number of 18 to qualify. A. D. 
Foster, Bloomfield, heads the list with Pietje Helena Pontiac, with 23.80 lbs. 
butter from 415.8 lbs. milk, Carman Baker, Brighton, coming second with 
Princess Lyons De Kol, 23.13 lbs. butter and 418.8 lbs. milk J. B. Hanmer has 
third place with 23.04 lbs. butter and 433.4 lbs. milk from Belle Abbekerk 2d; 
A. D. Frost being fourth with 21 lbs. butter from Pietje Francy Beets. 

It must be gratifying to the Canadian breeders to see such good results 
being made this season. During the first half of April we find two cows and 
three heifers that have passed the 30-lb. milk, and during the month of March 
four more were added to the list. 

Since the annual meeting held in February, 9 30-lb or better records have 
been reported. In the ‘Holstein-Friesian News Bulletin just received from 
Secretary W. A. Clemons, we find that the Holstein business grows rapidly. 

The books of the Holstein-Friesian Association show that for the first three 
months of’ the year 1919, a very substantial increase has taken place in all

They are also interested in yearly 
work, and they aim a little later to 
employ a supervisor from the ex 
ment station, by the month, s0 they 
can test their yearly cows at 4 
minimum cost as they aim to in 
at Jeast fifteen breeders in each one of 
these clubs, so that the man cal 
used in the semi-official work, very 
similar to the way a man is now 
in a Test Association.

In many 
cases, he has selected the bulls from 
young cows that have not yet com- 
pleted their records, and the dams of 
three of the original eight bulls pur- 
chased made splendid increases the 
first year, two going over 30 lbs., one 
as a four-year-old and. the third mak 
ing the world’s record eight months 
after calving, in the 7-day division, 
and several of the others should in- 
crease their records this year, which 
will still further increase the value 
of the bulls they are now using.

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Judging of Dairy Cattle in Holland 
By DR. L. S. DIJKSTRA

Selection 
ot cattle on’ every farm, I might say, 
has taken place for many centuries in 
those little countries. 4 

This war has changed economical 
conditions to such a degree that many 
a cow that might hitherto have been 
regarded as a good dairy cow, has 
fallen in the group of boarders now. 
It is clear that selection of good dairy 
cows will become more and more 
urgent, not only in the old countries 
but also here. The best way to find 
out which cow is profitable and which 
is a “boarder” is, of course, by means 
of the Babcock tester and milk 
weighing, but since about 70 per cent. 
of the dairymen are not yet convinced 
that this is the only exact manner of 
judging a cow’s value, and moreover 
since the breeder’s eye wants to see 
in many instances a real fine cow, in 
which he wants to find combined not 
only milk and fat production to the 
highest degree, but a fine statured 
animal, so it is necessary in may in- 
stances that the dairyman judge the 
dairy cow by exterior properties. 

The purpose of this article is to 
explain the Holland method of judging 
from appearance in the selection of a 
good dairy cow, though I emphasize 
here once more that nothing surpasses 
in this point the milk scale and Bab- 
cock tester. 

It is a matter of common knowledge 
that the man who is after a good 
quantity of milk will not look in the 
direction of the “beef cattle,”’—the 
latter being only destined for meat 
production of course. Now it is not 
difficult for the practical dairyman to 
distinguish between the meat and the 
milk type at a glance, but as soon as it 
comes to the selection of cows from 
one class, performing the same 
function that are most efficient for 
the.purpose, the difficulties often 
come. 

An experienced cow judge will tell 
many a time at a glance the value of 
the cow, but since the number of 
experienced judges is so small com- 
pared at least with the number of 
unexperienced judges, the score card 
will prove many a time its merits. 

The score card is especially used 
to fix in a person’s mind the relative 


importance of one part of the animal - 


to another. In Denmark and Holland 
the score cards have special relation 
hot only to her producing ability, but 
at the same time to the development 
of a uniform cow throughout the 
whole country, and hence the measur- 
ing of the cattle, plays an important 
part in the judging over there. 

The generally adopted measure 
system that is used for the Holstein- 
Friesian cow—the only kind of cow 


that is found in those countries is the 
following:

These measures are taken not only 
at the competition shows, but’ the 
Friesian Herd book requires also that 
the cow have a= sufficient bodily 
measurement. Special tables as to 
the age are used further for this pur- 
pose. After the measurements have 
been taken and the animal is approved 
as to its stature, we come to the detailed 
discussion of the various parts of the 
dairy cow, and what is required in 
those little countries of a “good milch 
cow” is also of application here, so 
that this part may perhaps help the 
“cow analyst’, so to say, in his outlin- 
ing a dairy cow. Until about 1900 the 
score card had not less than 35 
different parts and judging a cow took 
a long time. 

The present score card, however, is 
much simpler, whereas its effect is 
just the same as in previous years. It 
saves time and money, and more work 
can be done in one day. The present 
score card for the dairy cow in 
Holland and Denmark is the

The score card is thus very simple, 
and it comprises in short all of the 
characteristic values of a dairy cow. 
The judges, however, have the big 
score lists in their head, and this tells 
them quickly the value that has to be 
attached to the various parts of the 
animal. The following is required of 
an animal: The cow’s muzzle should 
be broad, the jaws strong and firmly 
attached so that it may be expected 
that the animal is able to consume a 
large quantity of food, which should 
be properly masticated. The forehead 
should be broad between the eyes and 
slightly dished. There is the seat of 
the nervous system, a good develop- 
ment of which is a requisite of a high 
producing capacity. The eyes should 
be large, mild and quiet, indicating 
the temperament. The ears should be 
of medium size, fine in texture, with a 
fatty yellow secretion inside. The 
throat should be clean cut and thin,— 
the presence of a thick and _ beefy 
throat often denotes lack of dairy 
character. The neck of the animal 
should be long and smoothly joined 
to the shoulders,— a direct contrast 
to the short, thick neck of the beef 
animal. The dewlap should not feel 
thick or beefy, but fine. The top of 
the shoulders and spinal column

below. The shoulders should be slop- 
ing to insure chest capacity, and 
smooth to show quality and trimness. 
The brisket should be refined. The 
fore legs should be set squarely under 
the cow, and far enough apart to give 
sufficient capacity of chest. Narrow 
fore legs often indicate reduction of 
the space for the heart and lungs. A 
proad and deep chest is thus required, 
giving great capacity for the heart and 
lungs, which are important factors of 
constitution. The back should be 
straight and strong. Note the length, 
spring and the width between the last 
two or three ribs, all of which should 
be long, well sprung and wide apart 
to give great capacity of chest and 
parrel. The width between the last 
two or three ribs should be far enough 
apart to admit two or three fingers be- 
tween them. The barrel should be 
long, deep and wide, which denotes 
good room for much feed. The loin 
should be strong and broad, as 
strength and capacity in this region 
are necessary to support the heavy 
load of the abdomen and _ prevent 
difficulty at time of parturition. The 
hips should be prominent and wide 
apart, which is necessary for capacity 
of barrel and room in the pelvicregion. 
The part of the cow between the hip 
point and the pin bone, the rump, 
should be long and level. This length 
is important as it is correlated with 
the space for attachment of udder be- 
low. A slope in the rump is a frequent 
fault and detracts from the symmerty 
of the hind quarters. The pin bones 
should be wide apart, as width in this 
region is conducive to easy parturi- 
tion. The tail setting should be level, 
the tail should be long, tapering and 
of good quality. To give good space 
for udder development, the thighs 
should be thin and in-curving as 
Viewed from the side, and wide apart as 
viewed from the rear. The hind legs 
should be well apart,—being close to- 
gether at the back is likely to limit the 
udder space. Special attention should 
be paid to the udder. It should be long, 
and it should have a level floor with 
quarters well balanced. The texture 
should be fine and not meaty, so that 
when milked out it will hang in folds, 
Pendulous udders are not required, 
0 More fleshy udders. In examining 
udders from each teat, a stream 
should be drawn to detect any bad 
quarters. The teats should be evenly 
placed, of convenient size, and far 
tnough apart to prevent interference 
vat, milking.

PROGRESS DEPENDS ON A. R. 0. 
TESTING 

Perhaps no industry has made such 
rapid improvement in the last few 
years as has the dairy farming of this 
country. The development of the Hol. 
stein cow has played a very important — 
part in this rapid advancement, The 
ambitious young farmer has seen the 
opportunities of the high producing 
dairy animal. He has raised her well 
fed her well and is realizing greater 
returns for what his farm produces, 
He finds that if he is to develop his 
herd to a higher standard of produc. 
tion, he must depend upon some kind. 
of production test. Shall he make . 
short or long time records or both? — 

From a practical standpoint, I be 
lieve all tests are valuable, too valu- 
able to discontinue or discourage any. 
I would rather see all testing en- 
couraged, for that is what is putting 
the Holstein breed ahead today. The 
public is willing to spend its money 
for known production, the real basis 
of valuation. Any testing will develop 
competition and therefore extreme 
records, but these conditions are taken 
into consideration by the careful 
breeder and external conditions and 
environment are noted. Some of the 
present day records, both long and 
short, may be misleading. Cows are 
given long rests between lactation 
periods and prepared for a short or a 
long time forcing. One of our greatest 
short and long time cows was dry 
nearly a year before she made her 
world famous record. Extreme forcing 
has ruined many a good cow either 
from the standpoint or future produc 
tion or reproduction. 

I consider the seven day test of 
great value to the average Holstein 
breeder, he has been guided by the 
short time test in the past and has 
made wonderful advancement. It has 
taught him to feed his cows better at 
all times, to house them better and 
provide all possible comfort, all of 
which has brought him bigger returns. 
It has increased the capacity of his 
cows. The seven day test has not 
worked havoc with his breeding oper 
tions. His best cows are regular b 
ers, and every year he can see an im- 
provement of the daughters over their 
dams through the use of a better b 
sire. It is through this channel that he 
ig making his real advancement, i, 
economic production.

Then we will have the cows 
that are capable of increased econom- 
ic production, and cows that will be 
able to transmit such qualities to their 
offspring. They will be worthy of both 
the long time test and also the seven 
day.

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California Holstein Notes 
By ROBERT E. JONES 


When a grade dairy cow brings $400 
cash at a public auction sale it is 
worth while to make some inquiries as 
to her history. It is also of interest to 
mention in passing, that such a price 
for an animal which can depend only 
on the milk pail to return her cost, 
very clearly justifies the large figures 
that are paid for registered dairy ani- 
mals. 

The price of $400 was paid for 
grade daughter of King Mead of River- 
sire, the once famous A. W. Morris & 
Sons bull, at the recent dispersal of 
the grade herd of James McGillivray 
and J. H. Harlan near Sacramento 
recently. McGillivray and Harlan now 
have registered herds large enough tu 
claim all of their attention. : 

Eleven of the grade cows offered 
were daughters of King Mead of 
Riverside from the Harlan herd and 
they brought from $325 to $350 each 
with the exception of the one cow, the 
largest of the bunch, which sold for a 
cold $400. How did it happen? 

The reason may be traced to the 
Sacramento Cow Testing Association. 
A. E. Greene of Hood bought one of 
the King Mead grade daughters from 
Harlan a year ago and put her on the 
association tester’s list. In a year she 
made nearly 600 pounds of butterfat. 
In one month of this year she did bet- 
ter fhan 100 pounds. She is called 
Brownie Mead. The fame of Brownie 
Mead spread far and wide and that is 
why her sisters went at high prices. 

From the \..Gillivray and Harlan 
herds 230 cows and heifers were sold 
at an average of $142 and _ thirteen 
registered bulls at $240 each, average. 
All of these were high grade Hol- 
steins. Among the car-load buyers 
were Walter Hauck and Smith and

REMEDIES

have to be used from time to time ’ 
_The proper administration of medi 
cines forms another important factor 
in the farmer’s business | believe 
worth-while in a short article. ; 

Medicines or remedies can be a 
plied to the sick animal by the breath. 
ing organs, by the skin, but in Particy- 
lar by the mouth. 

Some medicines that can be finely 
pulverized and have not a very pecu- 
liar taste, can be given mixed with a 
bran mash or given with dry ground 
feed. This method should be seg 
whenever possible. 

Some mild remedies may be mixed 
with molasses and placed upon the ani- 
mal’s tongue with a paddle or spoon, 
In case of a prescription, in which are 
very disagreeable ingredients, the 
remedies should be made up in a ball 
or gelatine capsule and then placed in 
the back part of the mouth, where it 
must be swallowed. A drink of water 
should be offered as soon as the ball 
has been given, to prevent coughing it 
out. A great many medicines have to 
be given in water, wine, alcohol, milk 
or beer, either for the sake of the 
solubility or dilution. 

These liquid medicines should be 
given by means of a strong, smooth 
bottle or drenching horn, and this 
drenching of medicines requires a 
little experience or skill. Though one 
man may sometimes _ succeed in 
drenching a horse, by raising the ani- 
nal’s head—better and safer practice is 
that a helper hold the horse’s head up. 
A loop in the end of a rope may be 
placed on the upper jaw just back of 
the tusks, and by passing the free end 
of the rope over a beam, or through 
an elevated pulley, the head may be 
raised to the required position, which 
is to have the line of the face on 4 
level or a little higher, the free end of 
the rope should never be fastened 
while medicines are administered. Af 
ter having the head raised to a suit 
able position, the bottle may be placed 
in one side of the mouth just in front 
of the molar teeth, pour the medicine 
slowly in, little at a time, and with 
occasion to a good swallowing, if the 
animal coughs, let her head down at 
once, as many as animal has died of 
getting the medicine in the lungs 
Cows can generally be drenched by 
one person, the methods of drenching 
are in practice again variant. Some 
grasp the animal with the left hand by 
the nostrils, others pull out the 
tongue, again others puta stick cross 
the mouth, if possible. However, ! 
generally follow this method: Aftet 
having brought the cow’s head in ; 
straight line with her body, the e 
hand is passed over her face and 
mouth is opened at the left side, pres? 
ing with the thumb against the pal 
Then the neck of the bottle is insert 
into the right side of the mouth at 
the medicine is poured in slowly. - 

In drenching smaller animals 
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small rubber hose 
ae ries feet long, with at one 
ai funnel and the other end a 
poy jece, which is inserted at one 
oo of the mouth, is often used, with 
ae precautions as mentioned 
ve re. Some medicines have to be ad- 
ministered in the shape of oe 
This can be done by placing a buc et 
of hot water, in which the medicine is 
done, in the bottom of a long grain 
bag. The top of the bag is then held in 
place around the nose, and as the 
medicated steam 15° generated, it is 
drawn into the animal's respiratory 
wit any time care should be taken 
that the animal is kept and treated 
quickly, that no medicine comes in the 
nostrils and that little at a time 1s

TICK ERADICATION WORK PRO- 





GRESSING 
More Bloodsuckers Dipped out Last 
Month Than in Any March Since 


Campaign Against Cattle Parasite 
Began : 


Washington, D. C. 

If the annual battle against the cat- 
tle fever tick can be compared to a 
boxing match of nine rounds, each 
month from March to December being 
a round, it is true that the tick got a 
thorough trouncing in the first round, 
and the bellxrang with the parasite 
figuratively hanging over the ropes. 


March of this year brought more 
dippings of cattle for the tick than 
were recorded in any other March 


since the Federal and State govern- 
ments began to fight the parasite in 
1906. According to reports from all 
tick-infested States, received and com- 
piled by the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
1,203,497 cattle went through “the 
canals to prosperity” in March 1919. 
This compares with 996,505 in March 
1918 and 720,552 in March 1917. 

This year’s results came from an 
effort to “Dip That Tick in March” 
with the object of preventing so far 
as possible the reproduction of the 
parasite, The ticks that were killed in 
March will produce no thousands and 
millions of descendants to suck cattle 
blood all summer. With the flying start 
in March, and with continued vigorous 
attacks through the dipping season, it 
is believed that the tick eradicators 
have good chances of reaching their 
aim of cleaning up 90,000 more square 
niles of territory this year, more than 
ever has been released in one year 
from the Federal quarantine against 
the pest, 

Healthy increases in the number of 
dipping vats available for use also are 
ow by reports to the Bureau. In 
March, 1917, there were 15,765 vats; 
and in March, 1918, there were 22,879. 
This year there were 29,255. ;

In Texas which has the 
amount of infested territory, ¢.

Zone No.1, which includes the terri 
tory in which eradication work ig to be 
pushed most vigorously this year 
Nearly all the counties in Zone No, | 
have made appropriations for the 
work, and construction of dipping yaty 
is being pushed as rapidly as possible, 
It is believed that the general dipping 
of cattle every two weeks will be cop. 
ducted in nearly all of Zone No. 1 dy. 
ing the present year. 

The Oklahoma State legislature by 
making a special appropriation of $4).' 
000 assisted several counties in the 
southeast corner of the State whic 
seemed unable to raise funds with 
which to carry on county work. With 
this assistance it is believed that Ok 
lahoma is now in a position to. get rid 
of the tick by the end of 1920. 

The Arkansas legislature recently 
appropriated $100,000 for tick eradica- 
tion in that State, and with the large 
force of Federal, State and county en- 
ployees now at work it is believed that 
all of the State, with the exception of 
seven or eight counties, will be re 
leased from quarantine next December 
1. The Louisiana forces seem deter 
mined to wind up the tick fight this 
year, and the indications are they wil 
be successful. 

In Mississippi, where final clean-up 
work is being conducted following the 
release of the State from Federal 
quarantine, the courts recently decid 
ed that the State laws providing for 
State quarantines are legal, and it is 
believed that the final work in Mis 
sissippi will be successful during the 
present year. é 

State-Wide Law in Alabama 

As a result of the new State-wide 
tick-eradication law in Alabama, it 
hoped that the entire State will be re 
leased from Federal quarantine by 
next December. The law requires # 
county commissioners’ courts in the 
infested counties to provide means 
dipping and to require the dipping of 
cattle every two weeks between Apri 
1 and December 1. 

Systematic work is being conductel 
in 22 counties, in Georgia, “ 
ground for hope that these — 
will be released from quarantine 
the end of the dipping season. 
State-wide law enacted by the Geo 
Legislature at its 1918 session becomes 
effective in December of this He 
and 1920 may be the last year of 4 
tick’s residence in that State. 

In Florida it will be neces
